New Zoology 
Museum Opens 

The opening of a new Zoology 
Museum which contains a variety of 1 
specimens has been announced by 
the zoology department. 

Located in room 10 of the Funk- ! 
houser Biological Sciences building, 
the museum contains a set of skele- i 
tons of mammals illustrating num- 
erous orders of animal life. Among 
those represented are the gorilla 
and the rare duckbill of Australia. 
Also on display is the skeleton of 
the noted racehorse and sire. Han- 
over. 

First plans were made for the 
museum in 1938 when the designs 
for the Biological Sciences Building 
were made. A single room was set 
aside on the ground floor. After 
the building was completed, the 
room was left empty because funds 
were not available to furnish it. 
During the war it was used in the 
ASTP training program. 

Two years ago the University au- 
thorized funds for the project and 
the first unit was set up. The new 
unit consists of cases along three 
walls. Each case has a filtering de- 
vice, modem lighting, and circulat- 
ing water in the aquarium tanks. 

Some of the specimens, including 
a set of mounted birds, were ob- 
tained from the Smithsonian Insti- 
tute of Washington in exchange for 
archaeological study materials from 
Kentucky.

Get Slip Early 

Secondly, and really quite impor- 
tant, is getting a registration slip so 
you can get a jump on the rest The 
beauty of this move can only be 
truly appreciated by someone who 
has obtained a registration slip 
early While others are writing, 
tearing their hair, cursing the day 
that ever made them decide to go 
to college, you will quietly and 
peacefully hand in your cards, al- 
ready made out <We recommend 
that you do not try to talk to a stu- 
dent who is going through the pain- 
ful process of registering while you 
have your hards already made out. 
Then move quietly into Alumni 
Gym to sign up for classes, i 

This brings up another point. Get 
your classes ahead ol time. As to the 
best way this may be accomplished 
there are many schools of thought, 
one of which is go see the instructor 
in whose class you wish to enroll 
before the end of the last semester. 
This Fliowr, the instructor how c:i?er 
you are to get into his 



short snow job about the worth of 
this class in later years has never 
known to fail. 

Write Letters 

Another way to sign up for early 
classes is to write the instructor of 
the class. This is a Rood test for both 
you and the instructor. If you have 
written a good, clear letter, chances 
are that he will give you a C no 
matter what your grades are just 
becaii'c you were clear, and could 
express yourself. 

The last way to sign up for a class 
early but one of the surest ways 
that I know of, is to have an alum 
to write a letter for you. Chances 
are the instructor and the alum have 
never met, but the word "alum" is 
magic ! 

These are all methods for the 
righteous, upstanding student. This 
next one if for the student who looks 
only at results and does not pay any 
attention as to how they were ac- 
complished. 

This last one is for you to learn to 
make a reasonable likeness of your 
adviser's signature. This will give 
you classes ordinarily closed, allow 
you to choose different classes that 
you want, and also to confuse the 
Registrar's Office when they try to 
check on you. 

But I'm wasting time! This is the 
second week of the semester and I 
fmen't finished registering or class- 
ifying yet!

Unlike the present ticket books, lost identification cards could 
be replaced. They should serve as excellent identification for cash- 
ing checks and in other business transactions.

Robert Fenn Warren 
By Far! Conn 

Kentucky-born Robert Penn War- 
ren nas pictured American life as 
it exists today in his Pulitzer Prize 
winning novol, 'All The King's 
Men." 

The book, the life story of a 
farmer who becomes governor of 
his state and possibly its dictator, 
is supposedly built around the 
story of Louisiana's Huey Long. 

It is fast-moving from the start 
and interesting to the finish as it 
takes the reader behind the scene 
in one of the excitinc chapters of 
cur time, the story of the American 
politician. 

Willie Stark is the name of the 
farmer with ideas of his own of how 
a state should be run. Jack P.urden 
is the reporter who comes to know 
Willie and becomes his right-hand 
;nan through his administration. It 
is Jack Burden who tells the story. 
The author does not seem to 



criticize nor applaud Willie Stark 
Rather he tells of his rise to power 
and points at the things alon ; the 
way which make Willie become a 
hard ruler of his state. 

Interwoven into the Stark story 
is the battle of Jack Burden to find 
himself and his place in life. It is 
not a pretty picture of the American I 
scene which Warren paints but it j 
is indeed an interesting one. 

Three women figu.e predominent- 
!y in the story. Willie's wife soon j 
loses her husband as he starts his 
rise to power. Willie's right-hand 
woman who shows him the way to 
'he top. Sadie Burke. If too much 
a part of the Stark machine to I 
figure in his life. Jack Burden's 
girl of old. Ann Stanton, however, 
yields to Willie and becomes his 
mistress. 

A series of events leads to Willie's 
assassination and at the conclusion 
of the book. Jack and Ann are left 
to make what they can cf their 
already shattered lives. 

The description of the tremendous 
power which Willie weaves over pub- 
lic opinion is a revelation in itself. 

The book has now been made into 
a movie and all who see the picture 
will find the book equally as grip- 
ping and as interesting.
